Tribes. 


OEMULGER, INDIAN TsR., Jane 20, via 
Chi:ago, 23.—The Times special “teratohes 
further particulars of the great. _Indjan Coua- 
cil. The committee to whom was referred 
the duty of considering the best course to be 
pursueo to secure, as early as practicable, the 
establichment of the government proposed 
under the Constitution, submitted in Decem- 
ber, 1870, presented their report this morn- 
ing. It was read a first time, and inter- 
preted. The report proposes that, inasmuch 
as @ consiitation, in the opinion of the Gea- 

eral Council, is not inconsistent with the 
rights, privileges, and treaty o oon yb of 
the people of the Indian couatry, and 

cures to them the great and inestimable right 
of self-government, and inasmuch as circam- 
stances growing out of the treaty of 1566 im- 
pose upon them the necessity of adoptiug 
some form of general government for this ter- 


nor 

Resolved, Therefore, that the action of the 
General Council in December, 1870, which 
framed and submitted a constitution to the 
several nations represented in said council, is 
hereby reaffirmed. 

Provision is further made for creating s 
Provisional Government, and the election of 
a Governor and other officers, whose duties 
shall be such as are prescribed by the consti- 
tution,

Thetwo extremes here meet. Both cry 
out that the Democratic party are “zoing 
back on their record,” and indulge ino ali

The truth is that there is no “new de- 
parture.” No one seeks to win power 
by adopting the Republican doc- 
trine. ‘The difference between the 

iwo parues is distinct and une- 
quivocal We struggle tor the Constitu- 
tuion—the Radical party has ever struggled 
against it. We strive to secure to the cit- 
izen the enjoyment ot his rights uader it-— 
they strip him of those rights. We hold 1t 
inviolable—they mutilate and rend 1t into 
shreds. We strive to maintain the right 
ol habeas corpus, the very keystone of the 
arck—ibey would tear it away “to grace 
their iall and make their ruin glorious.” 
As Mr. ADAMS very justly observed, it us 
not the Cunstiiution that strips us of our 
liberty, but the Radical tmterpretation ot it 
that causes this havoc and “custom ot fell 
deeds.” The leading issues between the two 
parties are in regard to this construction. 
No one is insane enough to advocate the 
subversion of the amencuments, by again in- 
voking “domestic fury and fierce civil 
strife.” Then what wil] you do with them? 
Youcan do nothing, except leave them to 
the courts and to posterity. As long as 
they exist we are bound by them. “Teke 
this bill or revolution,” said a distinguish- 
ed Lord in the British Parliament “Take 
these amendments or war apd defeat,” 
says the North. Is there any other 
alternative? Itso, where is it? But the 
Constitution, even with the amendments, 
retains strong federal features, originally 
impressed upon it by our ancestors. The 
States still afford a sanciuary for freedom, 
and offer rallying pomts in the often-recur- 
ring contests for civil liberty. We can 
ati) rear their drooping forms and pour 
Sito their decayed limbs the warm blood 
of youth. It is chiefly by an unwarranted 
and violent construction of the written 
law that they suffer. We can apply the 
remedy and cure the disease if we can ap- 
ply it at once; but delay is fatal. Those 
who impede the progress we are making 
by the demagogical cry of “surrender of 
pnnciple,” when there is no surrender, are 
our worst and most imsidious 
enemies. Each one is a THERSITES ino our 
camp; and, if necessary to save us from de- 
feat in 1672, they sbould be sent, scourged 
and bowling, trom it. The public good is 
the supreme law. They excite mutiny 
apd slander and vilily: recognized leaders, 
They clog the wheels of the guns and im- 
pede the caissons. We must, in some way, 
clear ourselves of all such facumbrances. 
They are vipers that fasien upon the 
healthy body; we must shake them off. It 
is idle to parley withthem. They are. aa 
deat to resson as an adder. You cannot 
argue away Convulsions produced by pol- 
son. Remove the cause or the malady 
will produce death. It istime to be se- 
vere with toes in and out of our ranks. 
Our Pabiic Schools. 

The closing exercises of tue various 
schools in Kentucky give us occasion to 
remark upon our educational system. 
This is the time toreview the past and 
consider plans for the future. The prog- 
ress of the public schools of our city will 
give satisfaction to all interested in educa- 
tion. The past year marks an increase fu 
the nvmber of scholars and schools, and, 
we think, an improvement in scholarship. 
This encouragement should excite us to a 


bigher elevation of our system, We must | 


do this to assure success, Progress is the 
only sure token of prosperity, and there 
is no stzge in advancement which offers 
permanent rest.e Whoever imagines taat 
he has discovered such a haveti will event- 
ually find that he has still a movement, 
but in the retrograde direction. 

In what respects, thea,can. we improve? . 

The aim of our public schools is to. 


improve the masses, ae by this means to 
mecrease civilization im ail its branches. 
The advocates of the public school system 
propose two methods of accomplishing © 
their common object, or rather one party 
consents to the views of the other, but 
differs from it in enlarging the plan. All 
agree in giving all children & good com- 
mon school education , sufficient to enable 
them to enter intelligently into the duties 
of life. From this point the two parties 
separate. The maintainers of the nar- 
rower system say that the public owes it 
to itself only to imitate the mother bird, 
which pushes its young from the nest as 
soon as it is able to care for itself. Todo this 
much is certainty the duty and the abso- 
lute neceasiiy of every community where 
the slightest degree of prosperity is de- 
sired. 

“But,” says the second class, “a slight 
degree of prosperity is not the limit of 
our aim. We look towards perfection; 
and, if education is an instrument ot civ- 
ilization, a ‘more perfect’ civilization 
requires ‘a more perfect’ instrument.” 
“True,” says the other, “but a higher 
development depends not upon the com~ 
munity, but upon the individual” “Ne 
more than in the case of the lower grades 
of education; for the same arguments hold 
in each case. The community fs 
of indryiduals, and the ability of cach 
individual contributes to the aggregate 
prosperity of the community.” “Such views 
witl.end in communism.” “All theories 
will result in’ some impracticability it 
carried to extremes, ope no more than 
another. But that we may no longer the- 
orize,we will define our views. You say 
thaf a community moderately educated w 
enough for all practical purposes. It is 


-enouch for thoce who always expcct to be 


awe thote who shall lead require a 

wh. (auntc2g ia mare 
‘tele and if it provides for the Jatter much 
umac should it provide jor the former, 
It a. community Icaves i's higher 
development. in private - hands, it in 
the same act lays the bigher branches of 
employment in the power of the rich, and 
effectually ‘shuts the avenues to them 
against the poor. You say that the public 
schools are for the poor, and their mterests 
marty shou'd be considered. They are 
limited to a tew yca's of schooling, aud 
the system should be adaptod to their ime. 
It echoo!s are organized 1annieg beyond 
the ‘ime m which the poor can aitend, 
they are, 12 Cconsjuence, carricd on in the 
benefit of the rich. The objection appears 
strovg, but, as betore, it deieats itself. It 
should be remembered by those who op- 
pose high grades ot education that the rich 
bear the burden of taxes, and they have by 
Tight the fallest advanteges of the school 
system But, further, in closing the higher 
schools you not only put the rich to the 
additional expense.o! gaining an education 
for which they are willing to pay any 
price, but you prevent the poor from ever 
getting a better education.” 

The sub-tance ot this feigned colloquy 
bas, during the past few montbs, formed 
the matter of more than one conversation 
between the membei. of the two educa- 
tional partics in our midst. The cause of 
the discussion is a propoced change in the 
Male High School. The present standing 
of this school is that of a college, having a 
classica! and scientific course of five years, 
and all the powers of eonlerring degrees. 
It is proposcd to shorien the time to three 
years, end the course toa mere good privuie 
school one, This abridgment nceceser ily 
excluces the power of conter1ing dezr>es. 
The reacons for this change are the ex- 
pense of the school and the sma’! nvuber 
of gsuduates. The co*t per pupil is some 
pineiy doars per ycur. Evén it this be 
considered a hieh cost, surely a good edu- 
cation is worih a large price. The educz- 
tion affurded by the Hi«h School is a 
good ope, as we believe there have been 
bo complaints, and considerable praise 
There are now graduated,at this instiiation, 
yuuuy tutu veyeble vi eshte, ienBeg r- 
sitions in all dcep.rtmen’s of occupatuon ; 
and not .only so, but its graduates are 


ulready filling important ports iu Louisville 
aval im warrens perte vt the O1are, Besides 


supplying our p-ople with compctent 
guides, tue High Scuool occupies the place 
of bead to our ciiy schvols, and i3 the 
leading free ins:iiuvon of learving ‘in 
Kenweky. This matter of beadsbip is 
very impoitant in school systems, It calls 
into play the most potent facal.y ot human 
naturc—ambinon—.una wherever this 
privcipie 1s acfcd on the gre.test progress 
1s made. A citizen of large traveling 
experience remarked recently that be found 
the bestichools of the West in Michigan, 
The superii.ty of thee schools lies, 
undoubtedly, in the excellence oi their 
head, the University of Michizan,a Site 
ipstituvon, which is an objec: of pride to 
Michisan, to the West, and to the whole 
country. BHhoston has, b-ides its commoa 
and high echeols,a Latin School, which, 
with a couise of six years, affords an cdu- 
caton cqual to mapy of our Western 
colleges. 

Yet this sehool is only a preparatozy 
school, fitting boys merely to eater the 
leading meuiutions of our land. New 
York also acts on this principle in op2n- 
ing the free University of New York; and 
this is dove, too, in the presence of Colum- 
bia College, ove of the highest collezgesin 
the United States. 

Heuce, tacory and practice combine to 
confirm the view that schools of a hich 
characier are pecessaly both to give a 
supelior cducation and to exert a salu'_ry 
eflict on the lower schcols. It tollows, 
conicquently, that a reduction of the Male 
High .Sckool will be a reduction of the 
standard of education, at least, in Louic- 
ville, and that justitution shal! lose its 
position as the crown of the free schools 
of Kentucky. The different Siates of the 
Union are establishing, or have established 
unrvirs'ties, and Keaiucky wi'l do the 
same in time. If Louisville deems, 
herself unworthy as the locality of 
such an institution, she need only 
tollow this policy of reduction, and 
as she gives her best teachers to 
rival neigbbors, so will she in ber liberality 
uppart her pre-eminence 1a every literary 
respect. 

The Male High School should be ele- 
vated until it can, in Conjunciion wiih the 
medical and legal dep.riments, already in 
successiul operation, sust.in, with honor 
at home and abroad, 1s chariercd title of 
Univetzity of Public Schools.
